27 The above-referenced application has been reviewed in light of the office action, dated 

28 June 28, 2004. The Abstract is objected to; claims 1-20 are rejected for 35 U.S.C 102( 

29 Abstract 

30 Applicant has amended the abstract to overcome the rejection 

31 Claims Rejection 

32 Examiner argues Shiraishi teaches the claimed subject matter depicted in claim 3. 

33 The Applicant respectfully disagress. Shiraishi teaches discarding unnecessary data in 

34 output patterns. In contrast, Applicant asserts that claim 3 teaches bypassing 

35 decompression if the test vector does not efficiently compress. Therefore, Applicant 

36 can not understand Examiner's assertion that bypassing decompression for inefficient 

37 compression of a test vector with discarding unnecessary output pattern data. 

38 Obviously, Shiraishi does not discuss bypassing decompression.
